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Editorial— 

On several occasions of late Ye 
Ed has come into contact with 
deaf drivers who have been in 
some difficulty following an auto 
accident. In both of these instances 
the deaf driver was not to blame, 
but, because he did not have the 
necessary Liability Insurance to 
cover any possible claims from 
these accidents, they were forced 
to deposit a considerable sum of 
money with the State in order to be 
able to continue driving. Although 
the justice of such deposits may be 
questionable in these oases, there 
can be no doubt that the purpose 
of the law .is good. Therefore, only 
one wise course of action is left 
for all drivers, and that is to have 
Liability Insurance. It is foolish to 
drive without this protection. Should 
you be involved in an accident that 
is your fault and you must pay 
damage claims it will be very dif¬ 
ficult to do this without the help 
of insurance. A damage claim of 
$1,000.00 can mean that you will 
have to pay this out of your pay 
check for many years, and be forced 
to give up many things so that you 
can pay this sum. In many cases 
a damage claim may be much more 
than $1,000.00, and much harder to 
pay. 

We know that Liability Insurance 
is very hard for deaf drivers to get. 
There are various reasons for this 
attitude on the part of insurance 
companies. We cannot attempt to 
argue about this, we can only get 
insurance in any way we can. Prob¬ 
ably the best way to get the protec¬ 
tion every driver needs is through 
the arrangement that the N. F. S. 
D. has with a large insurance com¬ 
pany which will take all deaf dri¬ 
vers that the N. F. S. D. refers to 
them. Application forms can be 
had from the Home' Office of the 


Frat, or from some of the division 
secretaries. Ye Ed has asked the 
Home Office for a supply and will 
send one upon request. All that is 
necessary is to fill out the form 
and send it to the Home Office. 
The insurance company will then 
send you a policy and, of course, the 
bill. 

Deaf drivers are proud of their 
good record and the fact that very 
seldom are they involved in an 
accident, and at such times it is 
seldom their fault. However, we 
know that one bad case will make 
it all the- more difficult for other 
drivers. The safe thing for you to 
do, and the fair thing for you to 
do for all your fellow deaf drivers, 
is to have liability insurance that 
will protect you in all cases when 
you are involved in an accident. 

Another way to secure insurance 
is through the assigned risk board 
of the State Insurance Department. 
This board will, after being notified 
that any person has been refused 
by three different companies, as¬ 
sign that person’s insurance to some 
company and that company will 
have to give insurance. We know 
of no Instances where this plan has 
proven to be good or bad, but it 
is a means of securing insurance. 

Which ever way you get insur¬ 
ance, through the N. F. S. D. or 
the assigned risk board, get insur¬ 
ance for your own protection.
